On the other 
hand itisa fact that spirits can and do find oppor- 
tunities to approach and influence the mortals who 
can serve their purposes, without any possibility 
of mortal or spirit prevention, If this were not the 
case, no spirit would ever succeed in approaching 
or influencing the acts or thoughts of mortals, The 
wrongs, persecutions and outrages perpetrated 
by ignorant, vicious, bigoted and dishonest spirits 
"upon mediums -would,be impossible. We have 
hever seen the medium or-other person who had 
it in their power to control or prevent the action 
of spirits upon the mortals that they determin- 
edly. seek io.use, Until Spiritualists learn: that 
this is the fact, the power of evilly disposed or 
ignorant spirits to injure mortals will continue. 
To blame the persons so influenced, instead of 


aid the latter to go on with their infernal work of. 
injuring innocent. persons.. Spirits must be made 


all the wrong they. seek to accomplish, or dó ac-. 


.eomplish, through mortal organisms, Let this be | 


clearly understood and insisted upon, and spirits 
will cease to curse themselves with the guilt ofin- 
fluencing wrong results through mortal means, 
In pleading thus for justice against such injus- 
tice as this spirit lecturer seeks to inflict upon 
spirit influenced mortals, we know we will be 
misunderstood by the spiritualistic “ lah-di-dahs,” 
who imagine themselves “so rice you know." 
But what of that? We detract not one particle 
from the full and proper responsibility, mental 
and: social, of every human being, whether 


‘inspirit life or on the earth; but we do insist that | 


no one shall escape the last measure of justice that 
belongs to him or her. Why, does . not this 
spirit devote his time to instructing his spirit con- 
freres as to the fact that they are responsible for 
the immoral acts which: they. influence mortals to 
commit. It is there that the work of instruction 
is most needed, and there, where reform must be- 
gin and be carried out before any permanent re- 
form can be effected upon the earth.

iest affections" however much he may have tried 
to do so, but if the Banner is run by “invisible

If Mr. Bacon does not therein give the lie to 
Mr. Colby, we cannot well see how he could give 
itat all. Mr. Colby, in the same number of his 
paper tells Mr. B, and the rest of us, that “ invisi- 
ble spirits" founded -the Banner; have always 
conducted it; and always will conduct it, and he 
is not, even in a measure, responsible for any of 
the iniquitous folly and wickedness that appears 
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in ia columns, Luther, George says you have 
been catight again and again simulating medium- 
ship, detected in wilful trickery, and deliberately 
cheating, and that you hare added to the ma- 
licousness of your crime by falsely accusing 
“the iAvisible spirits” of perpetrating such great 
wickedness, We know. how intimately acquainted 
Mr. Bacon is with Mr. Colby, but we cannot think 
he does our whilom contemporary justice in mak- 
ing him appear.so vile a hypocrite. We are more 
dssposed to think that Mr. Bacon's general en- 
mity to unoffending mediums has led him to do 
Colby the greatest injustice. It was hardly fair 
in Mr, Bacon to ask Mr. Colby to publish that 
stultification of himself, especially as he is -help- 
lessly under the control of “invisible spirits,” 
who seem disposed to compel! him to appear as 
much a fool and knave as possible. We know of 
no Spiritualist who will approve or condone Mr. 


Colby’s attempt to play editor and "invisible 


spirits” at the same time, It is simply intolerable 
and he should therefore be cast out, as unworthy 
the confidence of those who want nothing but 
honesty in Spiritualism, and especially in medi- 
unship, But let ps pursue the Jeremiad of Mr. 
Bacon,’ .He says? l 

“At this juncture, there are Spiritualists who 
insist upon overriding every sense of justice ; who 
persist 1n violating every principle of equity; who 
are blind to every consideration of true charity. 
If possessed" of less. zeal and more knowledge, less
